able, North Korean refugees remain acutely vulner-14

able, and the congressional findings included in the 15

Acts listed in paragraph (1) remain substantially ac-16

curate today. 17

(3) The United States, which has the largest 18

international refugee resettlement program in the 19

world, has resettled 212 North Koreans since the en-20

actment of the North Korean Human Rights Act of 21

2004. 22

(4) In addition to the longstanding commitment 23

of the United States to refugee and human rights 24

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SEC. 3. SENSE OF CONGRESS. 1

(a) IN GENERAL.—It is the sense of Congress that— 2

access to process North Korean refugees overseas 6

for resettlement and to allow United States officials 7

  (3) Assessing the security risks posed by travel to North Korea for United States citizens. 
  (b) Form The report required under  subsection (a) shall be submitted in unclassified form. 
  (c) Appropriate congressional committees In this section, the term  appropriate congressional committees means—
  (1) the Committee on Foreign Affairs and the Committee on Appropriations of the House of Representatives; and
  (2) the Committee on Foreign Relations and the Committee on Appropriations of the Senate.
